DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticpated by Nitsch 
(2002/0082669 A1 ). Nitsch discloses an apparatus and method for irradiating blood 
using UV light. The apparatus employs quartz tubing having an entrance and an exit for 
blood, as shown in figure 4. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Duthie, Jr. (5,688,475) discloses a sterilization apparatus and method for 
exposing microorganisms, such as viruses, to UV light employing quartz tubing.
